is found in many instances that wells 
may bo drilled within 300 feet of each 
other without Impairing their value. 
By no means are all of the holes prof-, 
itable, but there are often nice sur­ 
prises.

The forests are natural reservoirs. 
By restraining the streams in flood 
and replenishing them In drought they 
make possible the use of waters other 
wise wasted. 
They prevent the soil 
from washing and so protect the stor 
age reservoirs from filling up with 
silt. 
Forest conservation is. therefore, 
an essential condition of water conser­ 
vation. 
The forests alone cannot, however, 
fully regulate and conserve tbe waters 
of the arid region. Great storage works 
are necessary to equalize tbe flow of 
streams and to save the flood water*. 
Their construction bus been conclu­ 
sively shown to be an undertaking 
too vast for private effort. Nor c;*i It 
be best accomplished by the Individual 
states acting alone. 
The government 
should construct and maintain these 
reservoirs as it does other public works. 
Where their purpose la to regulate the 
flow of streams, the water should be 
turned freely into the channel* in the 
dry season to take the same course 
under the same taws as the natural 
flow. 
The feclainatlou of tbe unsettled arid 
public lands presents a different prob­ 
lem. * Hero it Is not enough to regulate 
tbe flow pf streams. Tbe object of tbe 
government is to dispose of tho lend 
to settlers who will build homes upon 
IL 
To accomplish this object water 
must be brought within their reach. • 
Tbe pioneer settlers no tho arid pub­ 
lic doafejn chose their homes along 
streams from which they could them 
selves divert tbe water to reclaim their 
holdings. Such opportunities are prac­ 
tically gone. There remain, however. 
vast areas of public land which can be 
made available for homestead settle­ 
m ent but only by reservoirs and main 
line canals Impracticable for private 
enterprise. 
These Irrigation 
works 
should be built by tbe national govern­ 
ment. 
Tbe {anda reclaimed by them 
should be reserved by the government 
for actual settlers, and tbe cost of con­ 
struction should, so far as possible, be 
repaid by tbe land reclaimed. The dis­ 
tribution of tbe water, tbe division of 
tbe streaks among Irrigators, should 
be left to tbe settlers themselves in 
conformity aith state laws and with­ 
out Interference with those laws or 
with vested rights. 
Tbe declaration Is made ibat In the 
arid states the only right to water 
i which should tie recognized is that of 
| tiro. The president says that the doe- 
| trine of private ownership of water 
j apart from land cannot prevail without 
causing wrong.
